The  Yearbook  gives  us  an  opportunity  to  celebrate  our  successes  and  record  the  significant 
events  of  the  year  gone  by.  Within  our  own  community,  it  is  perhaps  inevitable  that  we  look 
inwards  but  this  year  in  particular,  we  could  not  ignore  the  events  of  our  wider  world.  As  the 
year  began  back  in  September  200 1 ,  we  were  all  shocked  and  challenged  by  the  events  of 
September  l  1th and,  as  we  enter  the  final  weeks  of  this  school  year,  every  news  bulletin  is 
dominated  by  the  conflict  in  Palestine  and  Israel.  Although  publicly  these  events  may  not 
have  appeared  to  be  significant  in  the  STS  Calendar,  inevitably  they  impacted  on  many  of 
our  actions  and  conversations,  classes  and  debates.  Yes,  we  are  influenced  by  world 
events  both  in  our  interests  and  in  our  teachings. 

It  is,  however,  the  enthusiasm  of  the  STS  students  and  their  capacity  to  achieve  that  have 

dominated  my  memories  of  this  past  school  year.  Their  lives  are  very  full  and  yet  they 
always  seem  to  want  more!  it  is  wonderful  that  young  people  tend  to  want  to  try  out  new 

ideas  and  seek  new  possibilities,  always  we  hope  seeking  to  do  so  to  the  best  of  their 
abilities.  As  a  consequence,  our  most  pressing  issue  is  often  how  to  deal  with  "overload" 
and  how  to  judge  the  capacity  of  each  individual  to  manage  their  objectives.  These  are 
good  issues  to  work  with.  1  am  impressed  by  how  our  community  can  collectively  work 
together  -  students,  teachers  and  parents  -  to  achieve  our  high  expectations  and  the  results 

are  impressive. 

Debating  tournaments  and  outdoor  trips;  sports  teams  and  theatrical  productions;  academ- 
ics and  science  fairs  -  these  and  others  are  all  part  of  the  formal  program  of  the  school.  But 

it  is  the  personal  memories  and  friendships  that  make  up  the  most  significant  part  of  the 
record  of  this  past  year,  so  well  embodied  in  the  Yearbook.  1  want  to  congratulate  the  Year- 
book team  for  courageously  this  year  undertaking  to  produce  the  2002  edition  before  the 
end  of  school  in  June  (as  opposed  to  in  the  Fall  when  a  new  school  year  has  already  got 
underway).  This  has  required  an  extra  effort  by  the  Yearbook  staff  and  we  should  all  be 
grateful  for  their  contribution.  This  initiative  gives  time  for  the  students  to  personalise  and 
share  their  record  of  memories  with  their  friends  and  classmates  before  departing  for  the 

summer.
